“Some of the boys who bet on the hosses, po­ 
litically, are starting to lay their money on the 
line. “Culbert L. Olson, according to reliable re­ 
port, got his first major contribution toward his 
gubernatorial campaign fund a day or two ago

Olson’s early announcement of candidacy, inci­ 
dentally. is that the C. I. O. wanted to be sure he 
was in the race before they parted with their 
money.

“Governor Frank Finley Merriam, whose 
campaign for re-election is like the Chinese-Japa- 
nese war—booming on all fronts, hut entirely un­ 
official—may have unexpected opposition from 
the Hiram W. Johnson Progressive wing of the 
Republican party. 
“Dan Green, publisher of the Los Angeles In- 
dependent-Review, is authority for the report that 
the Johnson forces in Southern California are 
grooming Judge Robert M. Clarke to run against 
Mr. Merriam. Intimates of the senator, however, 
discount the possibility that he will take any ac­ 
tive part in the campaign. 
“Most reliable indications are that Lieutenant 
Governor George J. Hatfield is still the outstand­ 
ing challenger for Mr. Merriam’s toga in the Re­ 
publican fold—and Hatfield is busy harvesting his 
crops, down on the farm, part of the week, and 
practicing law the rest of the time. “Wlien win­ 
ter comes,” remarks Mr. Hatfield, “we’ll talk poli­ 
tics!”“There’s also a preliminary flurry of gossip 
tn political corridors anent the lieutenant gover­ 
norship race. Newest probably entry is Lawrence 
Cobh, potentate of the Shrine and former Los An­ 
geles assemblyman, who plans to seek the Repub­ 
lican nomination for lieutenant governor. Cobb, 
one of the ablest members of the Southern Cali­ 
fornia delegation during his tWo'terms in the Leg­ 
islature, is a vigorous campaigner and potent 
rote-getter. 
“On the Bourbon side of the slate, Clifford C. 
Anglim, silver-tongued orator and chairman of 
the Democratic State Central Committee, has his 
eyes on the lieutenant governorship spot. Anglim, 
it is said, will have the McAdoo support. Assem­ 
blyman Ellis E. Patterson of King City, likewise a 
Democrat, also is a candidate and may turn out 
to be Culbert Olson’s running mate. Several oth­ 
er Democrats are expected to get into the lieuten­ 
ant governorship fight, making it almost as lively 
a scrap as the governorship brannigan.”

ing only for their own candidates who 
m ust be residents of the w ards they 
are to represent. 
U nder th is 
plan 
each w ard will have a representative 
of its own choosing w ithout interfer­ 
ence from th e rest of the city. 
Thus 
the city council of seven 
m em bers 
would m ore truly rep resen t the en­ 
tire city. 
A ttorney A. H eber W inder of Riv­ 
erside was present at the m eeting and 
he stated th a t he had been asked by 
his clients to ascertain if th ere will 
be any Increase in taxes under incor­ 
poration and how much th at increase 
will be. 
. 
A ttorney H orace Cook replied that 
lie believed there will be a slight in­ 
crease. hut the exact increase could 
not he definitely established because 
it will depend upon th e expenditures 
voted by the city council. 
However, 
he felt certain the new council would 
be guided by the wishes of the people 
and would no t vote new taxes unless : 
the public dem anded certain im prove-1 
m ents. 
He stated the com m unity is 
now paying taxes in three local dis­ 
tricts. the police, fire and 
sanitary 
districts, all of which are to be taken 
over by the city. 
T he city council is 
restrained by state law' from fixing a 
tax rate higher than $1.00 
per $100 
valuation, and this rate can only be 
increased by vote of the people. Mr. 
Cook stated that the group could only 
estim ate the benefits of incorporation 
as against the cost. 
The expenses of the police, fire and 
sanitary departm ents will probably re­ 
m ain the sam e as now when the af­ 
fairs are adm inistered by th e 
city 
council instead of by three separate 
boards 
of 
com m issioners. 
In fact, 
some people believe there will be a 
reduction when one board can 
co­ 
ordinate the w'ork of three boards. An 
incorporated city has no county road’ 
tax to pay, and it 
receives 
three- 
fourths of a cent from the state three- 
cent gasoline tax, according 
to 
the 
num ber of cars registered in the com­ 
m unity. T his should total two or three 
thousand dollars a year for m ainten­ 
ance of local streets. 
The state will 
continue to m aintain th e state high­ 
way through town. 
T he city would have a police judge, 
and all fines resulting from violations 
occurring 
w ithin 
the 
city 
lim its, 
would 
go 
into 
the 
city 
treas­ 
ury 
instead 
of 
to 
the county, 
as 
is the case now when all cases must 
be taken into the justice court at Ban­ 
ning.
